WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—In one 
of the stormiest scenes yet wit- 
nessed in the tong tariff struggle. 
leaders of the Republicans and 
Democratic-Republican Independ- 
emt coalition fought over in the 
Senate yesterday the right of the 
opposition coalition to slash exist- 


ing import levies. 

Republicans made a determined 
stand against further attempts by 
the coalition Senators to cut pres- 
ent rates on which no testimony 
had been taken in committees, 

Leaders of the Democrats and 
Western Republicans contended 
with equa! vehemence against what 
they termed the writing ef tariff 
bills im secret. They declared every 
Senator had a right to offer an' 
amendment, whether it affected an 
existing levy or @ higher or lower 
rate carried in the Hawicy-Smoot 
bill. : 

At times two er three Senators 
were shouting at ence. Vice Presi- 
dent Curtis was kept busy pound- 
ing with the gavel. Crowded gal- 
leries frequently had te be warned 
against . emotional eutbursts re- 
sulting from high-pitched coillo- 
quies and personal encounters. 

Three Changes Made. 

Out of it all came a score of 
$3 to 2 om rate changes in favor 
of the cealitionists. They succeeded 
in cutting “the duty ve red kad, 
used in the manufacture of pre- 
servative paints, from 2% to 3% 
cents a pound; in ilewering the 
duty in litharge, a lead pigment. 
used in giass and pottery manufac- 
ture, from 2% to 2% cents: and 
in reducing the levy en carbon 
black from 20 te 15 per cent ad 
valorem. One was decided by only 
one vote and another by two, 

Republicans rallied their forces. 
however, and defeated, 38 to 37, an 
atteanpt te reduce the rate on white 
lead, used for exterior paint 
making, from 2% te 2 cents a 
pound. By 89 te 34 they also re- 
jected an amendment te reduce 
frem 30 to 25 per cent the existing 
tariff en all lead pigments not 
specially provided for in the bill. 

Coumens Objects to Cuts. 

Senator Couzens of Michigan, a 
Republican member of the Finance 
Cemamttee, started the day off by 
pretesting against attempis to cut 
pregent duties left undisturbed in 
the pending bill on the ground 
that interested industries had not, 
been heard and no advance notice 
had been given ef the opposition 
program. ) 

Saying he wes neither a “sky 
high tariff protectionist ner a free 
trader,” Couzens ebjected to 
cutting rates, regardless of their 
merit, that were not even discussed 
gefere the Congressional Commit- 
tees, 

“This is unfair. unusual and not 
the proper way to legislate,” he 
said, :

AUTO SHOW HAS SET 
NEW RECORD EACH DAY 


119,968 Persons Have At- 
tended Exhibition Which 
Will Close Tonight. 


The twenty-third annual St. 
Louis Automobile Show will close

LEAGUE GROUP ADOPTS PLAN 


FOR LIMITATION OF OPIUM. 


Subcommittee’s 's Action ts in Op- 
position to Proposal for 
Control of Drug. 
GENEVA. Feb. 8.—The League 
of Nations Advisory Committee on 
Opium adopted yesterday a sub- 
committee report which provides 
what anti-opium crusaders hail as 
a~victory of the scheme for lim- 
itation by stipulated supply as op- 
posed to a scheme of control. The 
report embodies a limitation: plan 
with the following. three funda- 

mental points: 

First, fixation of total quantity 
of narcotic drugs which may be 
manufactured annually; 

Second. distribution of’ that 
quantity among narcotic manufac- 
turing countries, and 

Third. distribution of that quant- 

ity if a manner assuring to- each 
consuming country the amount of 
dangerous drugs it needs for med- 
ical and scientific purposes. 
The scheme provides that each 
country annually shall. state the 
‘amount of narcotics it needs for 
medica! and scientifit uses during 
one year. The League council and 
individual. Governments will ex- 
amine this scheme. before it is sub- 
mitted for genera! consideration by 
the International Opium Confer- 
ence.

Oven Codked ‘Potatoes O’Brien. 

Four tablespoons butter. 

Four tablespoons cooking fat. 

Four cups diced raw potatoes. 

Four tablespoons minced green 
pepper, Sas 

One small onion minced. 

Salt, pepper to taste, 

Baking time: half hour or more. 

Oven temperature: 350 degrees. 

Servings: six or eight. 

The amount of fat may be in- 
creased or decreased to suit the 
taste or the meat to be served. Po- 
tatoes O’Brien must be kept in the 
oven until brown on all sides, sim- 
ulating in appearance the real 
O’Brien potato. 

Melt the butter and fat in a shal- 
low baking pan and add the onion 
and green pepper mince; let cook 
until slightly tender, or about two 
minutes over a gentle heat. Stir in 
the potatoes, diced or ¢ut in fin- 
gers, and season with salt and pep- 
per and mix well with the fat and 
vegetables in the pan. Then set the 
pan in the oven and let cook, 
stirring frequently until brown on 
all sides. The inside of each rice 
or finger will be as mealvand del- 
icate as a perfect French fry. 
Served with a meat sparingly fat, 
these O’Brien potatoes eat well; 
with a fat meat they may be too 
much, hence the suggestion that 
the amount of fat may be decreased 
at will,
